Carolina Public Communications Association (SCPCA) and GTE South,

Inc., and Contel of South Carolina DBA GTE 1 for approval of an

Agreement dated May 19, 1995. The Agreement is attached hereto

as Exhibit A. Under the Agreement, SCPCA and GTE have reached an

Agreement by which GTE will change the rate schedule for the

referenced Local Calling Plans (LCPs) from the Local Band, Band A

and Band B, to the corresponding rate in the rate schedule for

Usage Sensitive Service for the Local Band, Band A and B. Tariff

pages reflecting the changes would be filed with the Commission.

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In addition, under the Agreement, the tariff would be revised

so that GTE and Contel's COCOT customers will have the option to

subscribe to the Basic Calli. ng Plan, currently available to

business customers, with the USS rates as described above.
